Pentagon oks 
B1 go-ahead 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pentagon announced today it is going ahead with the 
controversial $22.9 billion B1 bomber program under an arrangement that will allow 
President-elect Jimmy Carter to review it after taking office to make his own deci­ 
sion on whether a new strategic bomber is needed. 
Air Force Secretary Thomas C. Reed made the announcement of the decision by 
Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld on the program which calls for procurement 
of the planes as replacements for the nation's aging B52 strategic bomber fleet. 
The decision involves a total of $704.9 million in contracts for the first three produc­ 
tion airplanes as well as “longlead” items for another eight. The biggest contract 
was for $562 million to Rockwell International, prime contractor for the plane. 
“We appreciate the fact that die new administration will want to preserve several 
options," Reed said. “As a result, we have structured a program which will 
limit on government obligations of a cumulative $87 million a month...through the 
end of June." 
The four-engine B1 flies at better than twice the speed of sound and has the 
capability of flying 625 miles an hour at 200 feet above the ground in order to 
penetrate Soviet radar defenses. 
Rumsfeld acted following a meeting of a high level Pentagon review committee 
which recommended the action earlier today. A statement said the step was taken 
“in consultation with President Ford.” 
The Air Force and the administration are on record as wanting full production of 
the airplane immediately, but Carter has said he has questions about whether the 
United States should go ahead now to acquire the full fleet of 244 of the $93.8 million 
planes. 
If Carter wanted to end the program before Feb. 1, he would have to send legisla­ 
tion to Congress to do so. After that date, he could ask for changes in the budget that 
will be submitted by President Ford in January. 
Reed said the administration was going ahead with the production of three more 
aircraft now because indications were the Soviet Union was moving to strategic 
superiority by the early 1980s.

“Last year this store had its biggest 
December ever and we hope this year 
will be better,” commented Bob Nore of 
Signs favorable for racquetball 
facility near shopping center

Signs are favorable that a proposed 
racquetball facility will be built on a 4.5- 
acre parcel of land behind the Lompoc 
Stopping Center which the county has 
agreed to lease to the city. 
During a special Parks and Recreation 
Commission meeting last night, county 
supervisor Francis H. Beattie reported 
that the county staff is now drawing up 
the 50-year lease and it will be ready in a 
few days. 
“If the city signs it, you can go ahead 
with the racquetball people right away," 
he said. 
Mike Siminski, commission chairman, 
told the small audience that the county- 
owned parcel on West College Avenue is 
the preferred site by the city for the 
recreational facility if the parcel can be 
leased soon enough. 
Last month the county board of super­ 
visors unanimously agreed to lease the 
parcel for park purposes, but the com­ 
mission has been uncertain how long it 
would take the lease transaction to be 
completed. 
If the parcel cannot be leased for a 
year or so, Siminski said it is possible 


that BKB Associates of Ventura may 
withdraw a proposal to build a $400,000 
racquetball facility on city-owned 
property. 
The facility would be open to the public 
and users would pay by the hour 
The commission originally recom­ 
mended that the facility be built in Ryon 
Park, but the city council delayed leas­ 
ing park land to the private firm because 
residents who live across the street from 
the park complained that the facility 
would cause traffic congestion. 
Jim Rossi, 1125 N. Daisy, who plans to 
build a home near Ryon Park, reminded 
the commission last night, “We plan to 
vigorously fight the facility if you try to 
put it in the park. 
“I think the facility is beautiful and all 
that, but I would rather look at grass 
than a building," he said. “There’s too 
much traffic there now.” 
Another audience member, however, 
spoke in favor of the facility at Ryon 
Park if it cannot be located behind the 
shopping center. 
“I would like to see. and a whole bunch 
of my friends would like to see the 
facility go into Ryon Park,” remarked 
Jim Sazani, of 917 W. Maple. 


BKB Associates now prefers locating 
the indoor recreational facility on the 
College Avenue site because it is more 
centrally located. 
Although the proposal has run into op­ 
position and delay, Dennis Kuttler of 
BKB Associates assured the audience, 
“We are still committed to the Lompoc 
Project. 
“We feel the Lompoc community is 
athletics oriented 
We feel there is a 
need and demand for indoor recreation, 
which racquetball is." 
During the meeting, which lasted a lit­ 
tle over an hour, Kuttler and two staff 
members stowed a brief movie on the 
sport and slides of their $600,000 racquet­ 
ball facility in Ventura, which was built 
on public land this year. 
Commenting after the meeting, 
Siminski said, “I’m confident the city is 
going to get a facility. I expect it will be 
located behind the stopping center, and I 
think the people of Lompoc will be lucky 
to get it." 
If the city signs the lease agreement 
for the county parcel this month, the 
facility could be built by October of 1977, 
according to a schedule worked out by 
the Parks and Recreation Department. 
Economy worse than Carter thought

Government figures indicate the 
economy has yet to pick up, and 
President-elect Jimmy Carter says it’s 
in even worse shape than he claimed dur­ 
ing the election campaign. 
TTie Commerce Department reported 
Wednesday that its index of leading in­ 
dicators — which is supposed to predict 
the future of the economy — was un­ 
changed in October after two monthly 
declines. 
Factory orders, excluding defense, fell 
0.5 per cent with a nearly 5 per cent drop 
in steel, aluminum and primary metals 
leading the way. 
Vice President-elect Walter Mondale 
criticized the steel industry’s 6 per cent 
price increase as inflationary and called 
for a rollback. He said the steel com­ 
panies obviously were trying to take ad­ 
vantage of the change in presidents. 
P ress Secretary Ron N essen, 
meanwhile, said President Ford would 
have nothing to say about the steel price 
rise until "all the facts are in.” 
Nessen did say that the Ford ad­ 


ministration is conducting private talks 
aimed at heading off an increase in oil 
prices by the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 
“We do not believe an OPEC oU price 
increase is justified,” Nessen said. 
Carter based his gloomy statement on 
information received in a closed session 
with 17 economic advisors at his home in 
Plains. Ga. 
“He said the statements he made 
about the economy during the campaign 
unfortunately seem to be correct," press 
secretary Jody Powell said. “What had 
seemed to be bad now seems worse ” 
The Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, the White House agency 
responsible for keeping track of infla­ 
tion. postponed release of a report on the 
steel price rise. 
A council spokesman had said the 
report would indicate that the price in­ 
creases were premature. William Lilley 
ID, acting director of the council, said, 
however, he wanted more information 
before releasing the report. 
The economic indicators stood at 107.1 


in October from the 1967 base of 100. It 
was unchanged from September, which 
recorded a fall of 0.9 per cent. The index 
dropped 0.8 per cent in August. 
The index has accurately foreseen 
rises and falls in the economy for more 
than a decade. Any change in economic 
activity, however, requires at least three 
straight months of downward or upward 
movement 
The zero change in the leading in­ 
dicators “is not a good sign,” said one 
federal economist. ”rd like to see it go 
up before expressing any optimism.” 
Twelve sectors of the economy are 
measured in the index. Of the 11 
available now, all 11 fell. 
On the positive side, the four U.S. 
automakers reported their strongest 
November auto production in three 
years. With only American Motors 
reporting a drop from November 1975, 
the four companies said production of 
771,307 cars was up 26 per cent from a 
year ago 
Sales figures due Friday, however, 
aren't expected to show as great a gain

Gilmore not 
happy with 
arrangements 


PROVO, Utah (UPI) — Gary Gilmore 
will be shot at sunrise Monday unless 
federal courts block his execution. But 
he’s unhappy about some of the arrange­ 
ments for his death. 
Fourth District Judge J. Robert 
Bullock rescheduled the execution after 
Gilmore rejected an offer for a 30-day 
delay and complained instead about hav­ 
ing to wear a hood and be tied to a chair 
when he faces the firing squad. 
“I don’t want to wear that silly hood on 
my head and I don’t want to be seated in 
a chair,” Gilmore told Bullock at a hear­ 
ing late Wednesday in Provo. 
“I want to stand,” added Gilmore, who 
spoke firmly but appeared pale and 
gaunt from his long hunger strike. 
Lawyers for the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union and other inmates on Utah’s 
death row said they would decide today 
whether to seek a stay from the local 
federal court or go directly to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
If their legal efforts fail, Gilmore will 
become the first person executed in the 
United States since 1967. Nearly 400 
persons facing the death penalty 
throughout the nation are watching his 
case closely. 
The new execution date for Gilmore, 
who was sentenced to die for killing a 
Provo motel clerk during a holdup last 
summer, was set one day after the Utah 
Board of Pardons voted 2-1 not to delay 
or commute his penalty. 
Gilmore also asked the judge to set the 
execution for 8 a.m. Monday instead of 
sunrise, noting he was originally or­ 
dered to face the firing squad at 8 a.m. 
on Nov. 15.

Justice Dept, not ready 
to indict in Korea case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The FBI says 
it is getting information from a high 
ranking South Korean intelligence of­ 
ficial, but the Justice Department isn’t 
ready to seek an indictment from what 
he has said so far. 
The State Department confirmed 
Wednesday that Kim Sang Keun. iden­ 
tified by Korean sources as the deputy 
station chief for the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency in Washington, is 
“seeking an adjustment of his visa 
status.” 
The “adjustment request" means that 
Kim, who had been summoned back to 
South Korea, decided to defect and seek 
a haven for himself and his family in the 
United States in return for information 
he could supply on the alleged influence- 
peddling by South Korean officials. 
FBI spokesman Ed Gooderham 
acknowledged that, “Yes, we are talking 
to Mr Kim.” He added that Kim had 


come to U.S. officials, implying that U.S. 
officials had not actively tried to recruit 
him. 
Another government source said, “We 
are seeking information about illegal 
acts. Kim is cooperating." 
The source said indictments will be 
sought if there is sufficient information 
on criminal acts, but so far not enough 
information to warrant an indictment 
has been received. 
Korean embassy officials would be 
protected by diplomatic immunity but 
that immunity would not extend to 
private citizens such as South Korean 
businessman Tong Sun Park.

During the 
month of November, passengers totaled

“Use of the bus is increasing steadily 


and the average weekday use is now ap­ 
proximately 55 compared to about 18 for 
the first month,” Crowder said. 
The buses now travel into the Plaza 
Stopping Center and discussions are un­ 
der way with the Lompoc Shopping 
Center management organization in an 
attempt to get service into that center, 
Crowder added.

TURIN, Italy (UPI) - Libya 
has bought a 10 per cent in­ 
terest in the Fiat automobile 
company for $410 million, but 
has attached “ no political 
strings,” the company presi­ 
dent says. 


The agreement is subject to 
government approval but early 
reactions by politicians indicat­ 
ed there would be few objec­ 
tions. 


Fiat, with 200,000 workers, is 
Italy’s biggest private em­ 
ployer. 


In a surprise announcement 
Wednesday, Fiat President 
Giovanni Agnelli said Libya 
will buy up a new share issue of 
20 million ordinary and 10 
million preferential shares, in­ 
creasing the Turin firm ’s 
shares by 10 per cent. 


Libya will pay $207 million for 
the shares, will fully subscribe 
a $104 million bond issue and 
will make Fiat a 10-year loan of 
$104 million, giving Italy a total 
$415 million in badly needed 
foreign exchange. 
Half-brother 
of President 
Ford killed 
LEBANON, Tenn. (UPI) - 
President Ford's half-brother, 
Leslie H. “ Bud” King Sr., was 
killed early today when his car 
collided head-on with a tractor- 
trailer truck on Interstate 40 
near here, the Highway Patrol 
said. 
The Highway Patrol said 
King, 53, of Cookeville, Tenn., 
was pronounced dead on arrival 
at M cFarland Hospital in 
Wilson County. 
“ The King vehicle was going 
west in the eastbound lane of 
Interstate 40, striking a tractor- 
trailer truck head-on about one- 
fourth mile west of the state 109 
exit,” a Highway Patrol radio 
spokesman said. 
King was alone in the car. 
The driver of the truck was not 
hurt. 
The acciden t happened 
around 1:45 a.m. CST a few 
miles from Lebanon, the patrol 
said. 
King was the son of Ford's 
father who remarried after he 
and the President’s mother 
were divorced. 


Ford trying to 
stem oil hikes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Ford administration is involved 
in private talks to stem Arab at­ 
tempts to raise the price of oil 
produced by members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries. 


White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen declined Wednes­ 
day to give specifics about the 
talks but said President Ford 
considers an increase in oil 
prices unjustified. 


“ We do not believe that an 
OPEC oil price increase is 
justified,” Nessen told repor­ 
ters. 


“ On purely economic grounds 
... the Arabs are not producing 
anywhere near capacity and, 
therefore, no increase is jus­ 
tified.” he said. 


Nessen added, “ We are at 
least talking privately with 
some people about the problem 
... but to go any further than 
that in public would defeat the 
purpose of the private efforts.” 
The OPEC nations have been 


m eetin g and d isc u ssin g 
whether or not to impose 
another price boost on the 
world market. 
President-elect Jimmy Car­ 
ter, reacting to a 6 per cent 
price increase by major U.S. 
steel firms earlier this week, 
warned that it may lead Arab 
producers to argue that “ it’s 
legitimate” for them to raise 
petroleum prices. 


Nessen, however, refused to 
comment on the status of the in­ 
creases by the steel industry, 
which went into effect Wednes­ 
day. He said that “ until all the 
facts are in we’re not going to 
have anything to say on it.” 


The President met with 
budget advisors and completed 
the first phase in drafting a 
budget plan for the next fiscal 
year. 


Later this week, Ford will 
begin receiving appeals from 
the heads of various agencies 
who disagree with some of the 
decisions.

Solon says steel hikes may spawn controls 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Price increases for steel and 
aluminum despite weak de­ 
mand may lead to “ imminent 
and ... unavoidable” price con­ 
trols, the chairman of a con­ 
gressional 
inflation-monito­ 


ring subcommittee said today. 
Rep. William S. Moorhead, D- 
Pa., said “ Congress and my 
subcommittee which would 
first consider price control 
legislation will not stand by idly 
and w atch our n a tio n ’s 
Mexico swears in 
its 60th president 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - Jose 
Lonez Portillo, sworn in 
Wednesday as Mexico’s 60th 
president, today begins tackling 
the nation’s worst economic 
problems in half a century. 
In addition to hosting a 
diplomatic luncheon, the new 
president was expected to work 
on his budget, slated to be an­ 
nounced by the middle of the 
month 
During Wednesday's inaugu­ 
ral ceremony, the 56-year-old 
former finance secretary invit­ 
ed the rich “ who export 
capital” and a few of the poor 
“ who export their labor” to 
leave if they want to. but said 
“ the rest of us are staying ” 
"We can make our country a 
hell, or a land where life is 
good.” he said. “ It is in our 
hands ” 
Lopez Portillo said the 
nation's economic problems — 
the worst in more than 50 years 
— “ need not inevitably mean 
catastrophe if we put our will to 
work.” 
He also called for an end to 
“ hate, rancor, fear and im­ 
patience.” He said the “ distort­ 
ed structures, selfish abuses 
and immoral practices we have 
all helped to create must be 
corrected.” 


An audience of about 5,000 — 


including Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and Roaalynn 
Cart«’, wife of president-elect 
Jimmy Carter, attended the 
nearly two-hour ceremony in 
the heavily guarded National 
Auditorium. 
In the most emotional part of 
his speech — which was also 
televised throughout Mexico 
and Central America — Lopez 
Portillo said he wanted to ask 
the “ dispossessed and margin­ 
alized groups" forgiveness for 
not “ having lifted them out of 
their misery yet.” 


“ But I also say to these peo­ 
ple that the entire country is 
aware and ashamed of our 
backwardness in this respect 
and it is for this very reason 
that we are joining together to 
achieve justice through law.” 


A recent report revealed that 
80 per cent of the nation’s 60 
million people are undernouri­ 
shed Millions live in shanty 
towns and have no work. 


Lopez Portillo succeeds for­ 
mer president Luis Echeverria 
for a six-year term. 


As Echeverria’s hand picked 
successor, he was elected July 4 
as the candidate of the ruling 
Revolutionary 
Institutional 
party. He was the only can­ 
didate on the ballot 


economic recovery dealt a 
near-lethal blow through ad­ 
ministered price manipulation 
by some industries.” 
Moorhead also told a news 
conference that higher prices 
were imminent for chemicals 
despite reports that slumping 
demand has forced some 
manufacturers into offering 
discounts. 
The price increases followed 
the first declines in industrial 
production since the recession 
ended in early 1975. The dtop in 
factory output has helped push 
unemployment to 7.9 per cent of 
the labor force. 
Moorhead said steel and 
aluminum prices were rising 
because the companies want to 
take advantage of “ a lame duck 
P resid en t who has done 
nothing.” 


P resid en t-elect 
Jim m y 
Carter has publicly criticized 
the steel price increases and 
Carter Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said today he did so with 


the blessings of President Ford. 
Ford has remained officially 
silent on the latest round of 
price increases that began a 
week ago. 
Moorhead said other mem­ 
bers of Congress would back his 
House Su b c om m ittee on 
Economic Stabilization on the 
legislation to renew price con­ 
trols that were phased out three 
years ago. 
“ The pricing practices 


demonstrated by steel, alumi­ 
num and chemicals suggest 
that that action may be immi­ 
nent and unfortunately un­ 
avoidable,” Moorhead told the 
news conference. 
Moorhead said his subcom­ 
mittee would ask for data from 
the steel and aluminum compa­ 
nies about the justification of 
price increases that will have a 
“ rippling” inflationary impact 
throughout the economy.

“ This is an unlisted number,” 
said Jim m y C arter to the 
senators, urging them to call 
him directly. 
“ The Secret Service w ill 
answer. They have instructions 
if I get a call from any member 
of the Senate to put the call 
through to me. Your call w ill be 
put through to me if you call. If 
you want to communicate by 
mail with me directly, I have a 
private post office box, which is 
even more important to me 
since the Secret Service w ill 
screen all telephone calls.... If 
you want to write me directly, 
use my private post office box. 
My secretary picks up the mail 
every morning and brings it 
directly to my desk.” 
“ Would it help any if our 
names were on the envelope?”

He wants recommendations for 
appointments — not only names 
but “ your frank assessments of 
the strengths and weaknesses 
of those persons.” 
“ I don't claim to know all the 
answers.” said Carter. “ I am 
an eager student. One of the 
major repositories of continu­ 
ing and historical knowledge is 
in this committee.” 
And: " I want to say that I am 


always available. I like to work, 
I like to study, I like to learn.” 
And again: “ This week you 
w ill receive a letter from me 
giving you the names of all of 
my staff members and their 
telephone numbers so that you 
can stay in touch with them 
constantly ... I would welcome 
your recommendations far 
down the line, not just for top 
Cabinet level posts, if you w ill 
let me have them.”

Richard Schoenfeld, who ap­ 
peared with his brother and the 
third defendant, Frederick 
Woods, 24, wearing white ja il 
jumpsuits, smiled and chatted 
with M errill, who continued to 
represent him, after his brother 
left the courtroom. 
M errill said there was “ a 
conflict between our clients” 
but declined to elaborate. 
Jam es Schoenfeld and Woods 
were expressionless throughout 
the hearing. 
Judge Lindsay set a hearing 
for Monday to determine the 
financial status of the older 


brother, whom the judge 
suggested should have a public 
defender. 


It was the first appearance 
for the three defendants in an 
Oakland courtroom since a 
change of venue was granted 
from Madera County, where the 
tiny farm town of Chowchilla is 
located. The switch was made 


because of pretrial publicity 
and intense feelings of friends 
and relatives of the victims.

MOSCOW (U P I) - In a pre- 
Christmas attack on religion, 
the Communist party is urging 
the news media to save Soviet 
youth from ” church traps" by 
a more forceful preaching of 
atheism. 


The official party newspaper 
Pravda said letters from 
readers were complaining of a 
new “ attitude of reconciliation 
toward religion" in the official­ 
ly atheistic Soviet Union. 


This attitude, Pravda said, 
shows a "lack of understanding 
that religion is an antiscientific 
ideology that dooms the believ­ 
ers to a passive way of life.” 


“ Religions pursue the goal of 
strengthening their principles 
in the life and behavior of 
believers and at the same time 
trying to involve new souls, and 
particularly youth, in these 
church traps.” the party new­ 
spaper said. "That’s why we 
shouldn't lessen our atheistic 
w ork" 
The article made no direct 
reference to Christmas but con­ 
demned church holidays as an 
occasion for drunkenness and 
idling. 


Citing a report from a pen­ 
sioner in the Siberian city of 
Novosibirsk that Soviet youth 
“ often go to church under the 
influence of relatives who are 
believers” and “ even take part 
in church festivities instead of 
working." Pravda said: 


“ We cannot justify drinking, 
idling, a lack of conscience 
toward working by the explana­ 
tion that the persons are follow­ 
ing church traditions.” 


Christmas is a working day in 
the Soviet Union but New 
Y e a r’s Day is a holiday 
celebrated in recent years with 
decorated fir trees, presents 
from "Father Frost” and other 
Christmas-like trappings. 


Despite the government oppo­ 
sition to religion, practicing 
Rom an 
C a th o lics 
and 
Lutherans in the B a ltic 
Republics attend Christmas 
services on Dec. 25 and 
Orthodox Christians observe 
Christmas Jan. 7. 
Pravda said that while Soviet 
newspapers reported "separate 
cases of religious vanity” they 
failed to attack religious 
ideology as a whole.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Wednesday announced a major 
shuffle of health administrators 
in the face of growing concern 
about possibly negligent deaths 
in state mental hospitals. 
The move by Brown, made 
possible by a newly enacted 
law, marked an end to “dual" 
responsibility for operation of 
each of the state’s 11 mental 
hospitals by one doctor and one 
administrator. 
"Each mental hospital will 
have one chief. There will be 
one person held accountable. 
He will either do the job or be 
fired,” Brown said. 
“ We are now just sensing the 
magnitude of the problem,” 


Brown told a news conference 
at which he announced one of 
the biggest overhauls ever in 
the troubled Department of 
Health. 
The governor, who several 
weeks ago ordered an investi­ 
gation of the facilities in wake 
of charges of patient abuse and 
staff negligence, called the 
move a “ major shakeup.” 
“ A lot of people have been 
removed,” Brown said. “There 
are people ... who were running 
things who are not there 
anymore through a variety of 
pressures, subtle and unsubtle. 
They’ve been fired.” 
A press release handed out at 
the news conference detailing 
the changes, however, made no 


mention of firin gs. One 
reporter said to Brown: “ But 
nobody’s been fired, you’re just 
switching seats...” 
“Oh. no,” Brown interjected, 
“ a number of people have been 
fired.” 4 
The interim appointments in­ 
cluded that of Clint Rust, 42, 
who for several weeks has be«» 
acting director of Camarillo 
State Hospital where 13 ques­ 
tionable patient deaths oc­ 
curred in the past three years, 
was named director by Brown. 
Dr. Martin Gish will remain as 
medical director at the hos­ 
pital. 
At Metropolitan, where three 
patient deaths are under in­ 
vestigation, Mai Towery, 42, 
who has been with the state 
hospital system since 1960, was 
named director. Dr. Carl Ellis, 
former director of the hospital, 


was demoted in September and 
subsequently resigned. 
Other interim appointments 
include: 
— Samuel D. Yockey, 33, 
chief of administration for the 
Department of Health, as direc­ 
tor at A tascadero State 
Hospital for the criminally in­ 
sane. He succeeded Rust. Dr. 
Alfred J. Rucci will continue as 
medical director. 
— David E. Loberg, 39, a 
program director at Napa State 
Hospital, as director of Agnews 
State Hospital. Dr. Abraham S. 
Linn, 46, will continue as direc­ 
tor at Napa State Hospital and 
also hold his current post as 
medical director. Richard Fri­ 
day will remain as hospital ad­ 
ministrator at Napa, will re­ 
main in the same job, but 
report to Linn. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
Dumitru Udrescu, Romania's 
top television writer and 
producer, says he plans to seek 
political asylum in the United 
States after overstaying his 
visa. 
Udrescu, 47, disclosed in an 
interview published Thursday 
in the Los Angeles Times that 
he ditched his government in- 


terpreter — whom he de­ 
scribed as a “ guardian angel” 
— last month in New York. 
He then flew back to Los 
Angeles, where he worked last 
month on final editing of the 
television film “ Nadia: From 
Romania with Love,” to seek 
asylum with help of a volunteer 
group called the International 
Rescue Committee. 


Udrescu, head of Television 
Romania's film and documen­ 
tary section since 1963, said dif­ 
ferences over the film’s con­ 
cept were the final conflict in a 
series of professional and per- 
sonal d isp utes with the 
authoritarian rule of his coun­ 
try’s Communist leadership 
“ I was desperate,” he said, 
“ I began thumbing though the 


telephone book” until he found 
the committee and called the 
office. 
He said a spokesman ex­ 
plained the difficulties he would 
face working in a country with 
so many television writers 
and has few friends. 
“ I told him I would sweep 
s tr e e t s a s the price of 
freedom.” Udrescu recalled. 


'Bunny' firing over 
image loss upheld 


MADISON, Wis. (UPI) - it 
isn’t sex discrimination to fire a 
Playboy bunny for losing her 
"bunny image,” a Wisconsin 
state commission has deter­ 
mined. 
The Industry, Labor and 
Human Relations Commission 
said Wednesday the firing of a 
Lake Geneva Playboy Club bun­ 
ny for “ lack of bunny image” 
could not be discrimination 
because the club has no male 
bunnies. 
“ Bunny image,” according to 
Hearing Examiner Joyce E. 
Borkenhagen, refers to females 
with a youthful and attractive 
appearance. 
“ Bunnies are a distinctive 


symbol unique to respondent 
club.” he said. “ Respondent 
club would lose its image and 
business would suffer if it con­ 
tinued in its employ bunnies 
who lost their bunny image. 
“ Terminating 
complainant 
for flabby underarms and 
lackluster hair did not have a 
disparate impact on females 
because these characteristics 
are not peculiar to females,” 
the commission said. 
The decision came in a case 
brought by Karen Smith, 
Delavan. Wis ,who worked at 
the Playboy Club as a bunny 
from from 1972 to 1974. She 
claimed sex discrimination 
when she was fired for “ lack of 
bunny image.” 


FBI agents capture bank 


robbery suspect in court 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Convicted bank robber Bruce 
Bowman knew something was 
wrong when he walked into the 
federal courthouse and saw two 
FBI agents holding his picture. 
“There he is,” said one of the 
agents, “ and there he goes,” as 
Bowman took off in a dead heat 
down the corridor and tried to 
hide in a restroom. 
Bowman, 25, was scheduled 
to be sentenced Wednesday for 
five counts of unarmed bank 
robbery. Officiate said be net­ 
ted $5,072 in bank heists here 
during August and September. 
' FBI agents Tom Padden and 
Richard Vitamanti were wait­ 
ing for Bowman because they 


suspected he was the same man 
who robbed a Bank of America 
branch Tuesday of $300. 
They were looking at a pic­ 
ture taken during the robbery of 
a young man with long blond 
hair. When Bowman walked 
into the courthouse, the agents 
knew they had their man. 
Bowman ended up with a new 
date for sentencing on the five 
convictions — plus four new 
charges of bank robbery. 
Officials said they believe he 
held up two banks last week and 
two more this week — one of 
them occuring less than three 
hours before he was ap­ 
prehended in the courtroom 
Wednesday.

Harvard Beet Cake 


1)4 cups oil 
2 Mi cups flour 
1 tsp. salt 
3 eggs 
2 tsp. cinnamon 
2 tsp. vanilla 
2 cups sugar 
2 tsp. soda 
1 cup cottage cheese 
1 cup crushed pineapple, drained 
V* cup coconut 
1 cup Harvard beets finely chopped 
1 cup chopped nuts 
Beat together with mixer, the oil, eggs and sugar. 
Sift together the flour, cinnamon, soda and salt, then 
add to first mixture. Add the vanilla, cottage cheese, 
pineapple and coconut. Fold in the beets and nuts. 
Bake in 9x13 greased and floured pan at 350 degrees for 
approximately 1 hour. 
Icing: Beat together in mixer, until creamy, the 
juice of 1 orange, 44 cup soft margarine and enough 
powdered sugar to make frosting consistency. Spread 
on cake when cooled. 
Also from Pearl are the following recipes. 


Persimmon Date Bars 


Vi cup butter or margarine 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
1 tsp. baking soda 
1 cup persimmon pulp 
2 cups sifted all purpose flour 
Mi tsp. cinnamon 
y% tsp. nutmeg 
Mi tsp. cloves 
Mi tsp. salt 
1 tsp. grated lemon rind 
1 cup dates or raisins 
1 cup coarsely chopped nuts 


Cream butter; beat in sugar; add eggs one at a time 
and beat well after each addition. Stir soda into per­ 
simmon pulp; add to creamed mixture. Combine flour, 
spices and salt, stir into creamed mixture. Blend in 
lemon rind, dates and nuts. 
Turn into well greased 9 inch square baking pan and 
bake in preheated 350 degree oven for 25-30 minutes or 
until done. Turn out on a rack to cool. 
If desired, frost with browned butter icing. In sauce 
pan brown V« cup butter until light amber color. Turn 
into small mixer bowl and beat in 2 cups sifted 
powdered sugar; Mi tsp. vanilla, )4 tsp. salt, 2-3 tbsp. 
light cream. Blend thoroughly, then spread frosting 
over cooled uncut bars. Cut into 20-25 bars when 
frosting is set. Can be frozen if desired. 


Persimmon Salad 


1 pkg. orange or lemon flavored gelatin 


1 cup hot water 
1*4 cup persimmon pulp (about 3 large persimmons) 
1 medium sized grapefruit 
>4 cup diced pineapple 
<4 cup chopped nuts 


Dissolve gelatin in hot water and cool. Drain pineap­ 
ple and grapefruit. 
Fold fruits and nuts into gelatin mixture. Turn into 
individual molds and chill until firm. Unmold on salad 
greens and serve. Makes 5-6 servings 


Coffee Angel Cake

Phi sorority is this yummy cake recipe. 


2 egg whites 
Mi tsp vanilla 
Mi tsp. salt 
Mi tsp. cream of tartar 
*4 cup granulated sugar 
*4 cup finely chopped pecans 
1 pint coffee ice cream 
1 pint vanilla ice cream 
chocolate sauce 


Beat together egg whites, vanilla, salt and cream of 
tartar until soft peaks form. Very gradually beat in the 
sugar until very stiff peaks form and sugar is dis­ 
solved. Fold in nuts Spread in well-buttered 9 inch pie 
plate and build up sides to form shell. Bake very slow­ 
ly at 275 degrees for one hour.

Farm Bureau adopts plan 
for County water needs 


Fo llo w in g months and 
months of study, directors of 
the Santa Barbara County 
Farm Bureau Tuesday night at 
a meeting in Santa Ynez 
adopted a four-point program of 
recommendations on county 
water needs to be submitted to 
the Santa Barbara County 
Water Agency and its advisory 
committee for consideration. 
The recommendations were 
based on fact finding studies 
compiled by the Farm Bureau’s 
Centers in the Santa Ynez 
Valley, Lompoc, Carpinteria, 
Goleta and Santa Maria which 
are encompassed in a final 
report formulated at a coun- 
tywide meeting Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
The summary of recommen­ 
dations: 
— 1. Supports formation of a 
new irrigation district west of 
Goleta, from Glen Annie Ca­ 
nyon to Tajiguas. 
— 2. Advocates inclusion of 
additional agricultural lands 
water needs and others for 
future water by all water 
purveyors. 
— 3. Strongly recommends 
and urges that municipal and 
industrial purveyors shift to use 
of state project water, rather 
than pumping from the un­ 
derground, 
w ith 
some 
reasonable 
compensatory 
financial support coming from 
the landowners in the same 
water basins. 
— 4. Would include un­ 
allocated reserve of 10 to 20 per 
cent of state project water to 
provide for better overall water 
supply management and to 
provide for future agricultural 


use. 
It was noted during the ses­ 
sion that the farm organization 
had conducted a short period 
survey of the Goleta area and 
West Goleta and found that 
there are some 7,000 acres of 
land in that part of the county 
that could and would use water 
if it were available. 
That area, according to Farm 
Bureau secretary Bob Hunt, is 
“ adapted by soil and climate to 
high value crops which can pay 
for this water. We felt that this 
condition existed but when the 
replies came in from the sur­ 


vey, we found that the es­ 
timates were pretty close.” 
The recommendations which 
will be submitted to the water 
agency were not only based on 
the work of the centers and 
county water study commit­ 
tees, but also on a mail survey 
conducted among Farm Bureau 
members and selected non­ 
member property owners, Hunt 
noted.

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Life returning 
to slushy normal

Life is returning to normal, 
although a slushy normal, after 
residents of Western New York 
plowed away the remnants of a 
snowstorm, which dumped as 
much as four feet of white 
precipitation over the Buffalo 
area. 
At least four storm-related 
deaths were reported as a 
result of the squalls that drifted 
up and down the eastern Lake 
Erie shoreline between Monday 
night and Wednesday. Possible 
new flurries were predicted for 
today. 
The traditional snowbelt re­ 
gion south of Buffalo was 
among the hardest hit, receiv­ 
ing up to four feet of snow, and 
in the town of Evans, where 
about three feet of snow fell, a 
state of emergency was im­ 
posed. 
At least three men suffered 
apparent heart attacks after 
shoveling snow and a fourth 
died of an apparent heart attack 
while driving in the storm. 
Bitter cold invaded the north- 
central states late Wednesday 
as an Arctic air mass moved 
south through the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Michigan and Wis­ 
consin. 
Ice formed on the Great 
Lakes three to four weeks 
earlier than normal and the 
1976- * 77 ice season is expected 
by weather service officials to 


be the most severe since winter 
navigation began. 
Travelers’ advisories were is­ 
sued in South Dakota, where 
four inches of snow were ex­ 
pected, and in northwestern 
Pennsylvania. Heavy snows 
were expected in West Virginia, 
the Great Lakes States, the Ap­ 
palachian Mountains and 
northern New England. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice reported Wednesday that 
November, 1976 was the coldest 
on record for dozens of cities.

S ta te w id e price w a r lo o m s 


o n liquor, b e er a n d w in e 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
possible statewide price war 
loomed today with the an­ 
nouncement of a landmark 
decision striking down mini­ 
mum prices for liquor, beer and 
wine. 
California’s Alcoholic Bever­ 
age Control Appeals Board, in a 
decision scheduled for release 
today, ruled that the state's 37- 
year-old law setting minimum 
prices for spirits is an illegal 
restraint of trade. 
Liquor prices could drop 
more than $1 a bottle in some 
sto res if a price w ar is 
declared. Wine prices would 
drop by about 25 per cent with 
beer price reductions slightly 
smaller. 
The controversial 28-page rul­ 
ing will be appealed to the state 
Supreme Court for a final 
judgement, but the board 
reportedly expects the release 
of its decision will immediately 
halt enforcement of the price 
control law. 


Spokesmen said some liquor 
industry leaders may seek 
court injunctions to force state 
liquor agents to enforce the law 
pending the high court’s deci­ 
sion. 
The board's ruling said fair 
trade* regulations on liquor 
violate the Sherman Anti-trust 
Act. 
Under current regulations, 
liquor, wine and beer manufac­ 
turers set the price for their 
products brand by brand Any 
retailer selling a national brand 
below the price set by the 
manufacturer is subject to dis­ 
cipline by the state Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Department. 


DENVER (UPI) - A former 
California city councilwoman 
said Wednesday she doesn’t like 
news stories that have elected 
officials trekking to sunshine 
land or winging their way to 
sunny San Juan, simply be­ 
cause they have to leave town 
on official business. 
Mary Henderson, a former 
council member from Redwood 
City, said she resented news 
reports which indicate func­ 
tions such as a National League 
of Cities meeting in Denver or 
traveling to Washington was a 
junket. 
Ms. Henderson made the 
comments as a panel member 
at a special league seminar 
Wednesday. The seminar was 
called to help delegates explain 
to the people at home why they 
make trips to places like 
Denver, Miami Beach and 
Washington. 
When Ms Henderson asked 
the 200 delegates attending the 
seminar, how many had been 
accused of being on junkets, at 
least half raised their hands 
“I resent it, I resist it.” she 
said “I think it’s irresponsible 
journalism that should be 
strongly protested by elected 
officials." 
Ms. Henderson said trips to 


Washington and to places such 
as Denver for league meetings 
were valuable for city officials, 
and they sould explain that to 
their constituents. 
She provided a list of do’s and 
dont's for people making such 
trips. 
The list of things to do in­ 
cluded clearcut accounting of 
expenses made available to the 
public, certain limits on spen­ 
ding. keeping the public and 
news media informed of such 
trips, and retaining a log of 
what m eetings were a t­ 
tended 
She warned public officials 
not to junket because public of­ 
fice "is no place for free 
loaders." She said politicians 
also should not be "stay-at- 
home. ignorant public ser­ 
vants." 
Community officials also 
should not be defensive about 
where conferences are held

^ “ Their poise is incredible,’’ says a Pasadena sportswriter, 
who claims he was skeptical of South Pasadena’s greatness 
until he saw them win their two playoff games. “ But now, 
I’ll tell you, I’m a believer.” 
The Tigers have come from behind to win five of their 
games this season, and two of those were their playoff wins, 
over Santa Fe and Troy. 
Against Santa Fe they were down 3-0 at half time. The 
Tigers scored three plays after the second-half kickoff, held 
Santa Fe, and scored again on their next possession. 
Against Troy, the Tigers trailed 17-6 at half time and, ac­ 


cording to the sportswriter, “ were just getting blown out, it 
was just ridiculous.” Troy’s top running buck had 138 yards 
by half time. 
Then, according to Troy’s coach, Troy simply folded under 
the pressure, while the cool Tigers rallied to win.

Chapman has gained around 1,200 yards this season, same 
as he had last year when he was named all-CIF first team. 
Comparing Chapman with backs in this area, Warren 
says “ He’s bigger and stronger than Calvin (Boler), but not 
as quick. Both have excellent hands. He’s awful quick for a 
big back, but he doesn’t kill you like Ricky Johnson (former 
Santa Maria star).” 
The Tiger quarterback is Gordy Bohannan Not a great- 
looking passer, he is nonetheless effective on short tosses, 


though the Tigers seldom throw the tall.

While Chapman is the best-known of the Tigers, most ex­ 
perts consider Steve Simmons the team’s most valuable 
player. The 160-pound junior plays tight end on offense, 
safety on defense, and has kicked some amazing punts. He 
punted to Troy six times and Troy did not have a runback 
Defensively the Tigers play a 4-4, which means four down 
linemen, four linebackers, and three defensive backs. 
On defense, as on offense, South Pas. tries to eliminate the 
high-risk play.

Warren explains: “ They know that high school teams get 
beat by letting the other team run around them.

G am e W ardens who have 
ju risd ictio n over San Luis 
Obispo County will have their 
hands full in the coming weeks. 
It seem s as soon as the salmon 
season officially closed, scores 
of the fish have been spotted 
and a few were “accidentely” 
taken, according to an area ex­ 
pert. An increase in poaching is 
expected. 
The rest of the ocean fishing 
at Avila is at a standstill, as 
port San Luis Sportsfishing 
closed up until late January or 
early February. That leaves the 
fishing entirely up to private 
boat owners in that area. 
Thfe pier fishing off SanU 
Barbara has become excep­ 
tional in the last week, and the 
regulars on the pier say it’s the 
best there in a long tim e. This is 
due to a school of calico bass 
which have come in unusually 
close to shore. During hot 
spells, the pier anglers are 
averaging five fish a rod, which 
is as good as the party boats are 
doing. The surf fishermen are 
also benefiting by this rarity. 


The party boats owned by 
SanU Barbara Sea Landing are 


coming out ahead in the final 
Ully, though. " Over the last 
week they’ve been averaging 15 
ling cod a day on the island 
b o a t . A few b o n i t a and 
barracuda have shown up also, 
in addition to the normal limits 
on rock cod. 
S o m e new r e g u l a t i o n s 
limiting abalone takes have 
recently come into effect, ap­ 
parently causing some confu­ 
sion among abalone pickers. 
Until this year, the abalone 
season was from March 16 thru 
January 14 and was coast-wide. 
The new regulation outlaws 
picking abalones north of 
Yankee Point from December 1 
thru March 31. South of that, 
the season remains the same. 
One ton of trout were planted 
yesterday at Lake Cachuma by 
North Valley Fish Hatcheries, 
and for another four days the 
trout fishing will be excellent. 
By Monday the half pounders 
will have scattered. The best 
bait for the current planters is 
"Zekes“ floating cheese, using 
the directions on the back of the 
jar. 
S o m e 
d i e - h a r d 
t r o u t 
fishermen are still trying to 


coax the holdover trout out of 
the deep watér near the dam. 
Trolling with lead-core line 
followed by needlefish 100 feet 
deep, brought a few lim its last 
week. 
The catfishing is slowing up, 
but the average is still up at 
nine pounds. The bass are 
probably gone for the winter, as 
cooler weather sets in. 
C alifornia’s 1976 pheasant 
hunting season and the second 
half of the split 466ay dove 
hunting season will close Sun­ 
day. 
In the pheasant season, which 
opened statew id e Nov. 13, 
roosters only are allowed in the 
bag in northern and central 
California where the lim it is 
four per day, four in possession 
Birds of either sex may be 
taken elsewhere and the lim it is 
two per day in bag and posses­ 
sion. Shooting hours are 8 a.m. 
until sunset 
Dove hunting opened Sept. 1, 
ran through the month of 
September and reopened Nov. 
20 Daily bag and possession 
limits are 10 and 20. Shooting 
hours are one-half hour before 
sunrise to sunset.

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Tiny fly raises 
havoc on farms 


A tiny fly Is raising havoc to 
the tune of $2,000,000 yearly In 
California In damage and con­ 
trol costs on cotton, sugar 
beets, squash, lettuce, and can- 
talopues. 
About two pinheads in size, 
the fly, called an Agromyzid 
leafminer, has broken out of the 
natural control exerted by 
various of its own enemies and 
has become a major pest in the 
last two or three years. 


So reports Dr. Nick C. 
Toscano, Cooperative Exten­ 
sion entom ologist at the 
University of California, River­ 
side. 
The leafminer especially 
likes to attack young, tender 
seedlings, said Dr. Toscano. It 
gets out of control on a crop 
such as sugar beets and then 
migrates to nearby fields of 
tender young lettuce plants to 
continue its depredation. 


'‘Normally the leafminer is 
under good biological control 
by beneficial wasp parasites," 
said Dr. Toscano. "These 
almost microscopic wasps 
(Ptermilid and Braconid) lay 
eggs in the leafminer maggots. 
The eggs hatch and the wasp 
larvae devour the maggots. 
"The leafminer can be very 
destructive. Once a population 
gets established in a crop, the 
grower must begin very expen­ 
sive and repeated control 
measures." 
Dr. Toscano is working on the 
leafminer problem in Imperial 
and Riverside counties with 
Farm Adviser Rajinder K.

They concluded that it is the 
overuse of pesticides to control 
other pests that has caused the 
leafminer to become a serious 
pest in recent years. The 
problem exists not only in the 
desert agricultural areas of 
southern California but also in 
northern California’s important 
vegetable farms. 
In the Salinas area, for in­ 
stance, the leafminer’s enemies 
are slaughtered by multiple 
sprayings to control plume 


moth in artichokes. The 
liberated leafm iner then 
swarms from artichokes to 
celery and lettuce. It lays eggs 
in or on leaves. Emerging 
maggots then mine through the 
leaf, destroying tissue, reduc­ 
ing photosynthesis, stunting and 
often killing plants. 
Problems of this nature have 
also cropped up in many areas 
of the United States — mainly 
Arizona and Florida — as well 
as in Venezuela. The tiny fly ex­ 
ists throughout the world. 


What can growers do to com­ 
bat the leafminer? 
"Get off the pesticide tread­ 
mill," says Dr. Toscano. "Stop 
applying pesticides on a weekly 
or preventive basis. Only treat 
when injury is visilbe and of 
economic importance. 
"The fewer treatm ents 
growers apply, the fewer 
problems with secondary pests 
they’ll have. The leafminer is 
usually a secondary pest — that 
is, not particularly serious.’’

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Court ruling helps rich 


WASHINGTON - The Supreme Court 
has made it possible for the wealthy to 
buy their way into Congress. 
A recent ruling made the sky the limit 
mi the use of personal funds in a cam­ 
paign. The decision was handed down in 
time for congressional candidates to 
pump more than $6 million of their own 
money into their cam­ 
paigns this year. 
The record was set 
by John Heinz, heir to 
the Heinz ketchup and 
pickle fortune, who 
spent more than $2 
million out of his own 
pocket to win the Pen­ 
nsylvania Senate seat. 
A spokesman told us 
the extra money was 
needed to combat the 
p olitical clout of 
Heinz’ Democratic op- 
p o n en t. 
W illiam 
Green. 
On a smaller scale, 
other candidates also 
drew on their personal 
reserves. Ohio businessman Howard 
Metzenbaum, for example, put up $35,000 
of his own money. It helped him upset 
the Republican incumbent, Robert Taft. 
The Supreme Court may also have 
opened up a loophole in the law, which

prohibits corporations from contributing 
to political candidates. Under the deci­ 
sion, corporations could retain can­ 
didates as consultants. The corporate 
fees would become personal income to 
the candidates, who could then use the 
money for political purposes. 
Allegedly, this may have happened in a 
California House race. Rep. Leo Ryan, 
D-Calif., has filed a confidential com­ 
plaint with the Federal Elections Com­ 
mission against his Republican oppo­ 
nent, Robert Jones. 
According to the complaint, Jones was 
employed by his own corporation. Money 
Market Services, Inc., and by Chase 
Econometrics Associates, a subsidiary 
of the Chase Manhattan Bank. 
In 1975. Jones earned $30,000 for full­ 
time work. In 1976, he concentrated on 
campaigning for Congress. Yet he 
collected $41,000 from the two corpora­ 
tions for part-time work. 
Jones contends that the corporations 
should determine how much time he 
should work and what he should be paid. 
But Ryan warns in his confidential com­ 
plaint to the FEC: 
“This contention, if supported by the 
FEC, would create a massive loophole in 
the Federal Election Campaign Act and 
encourage corporations and unions to 
make gifts of moneys, in the form of un­ 
earned or partially unearned salaries, to 


Spread a little cheer 


The Record’s annual scholastic 
Christmas chess tournament always 
seems to appear suddenly on the horizon 
There’s a lot of preliminary thought with 
yours truly, beginning about early 
September, but time passes and there 
the tournament is, scant weeks away. 
For those who don’t 
knees. the date is Dec. 
20 
It's always been a 
mystery to me how 
best to get the ball 
rolling. On occasion. 
I’ve got out a lot of 
promotional material 
to teachers and school 
people generally, only 
to find that those in­ 
volved don't really do 
anything about the 
chess program until a 
couple of weeks before 
the fateful day. On the 
other hand I’ve done 
virtually nothing and 
got a good turnout 
anyway. 
One of the more effective ploys over 
* the years has been personal visits I’ve 
made to the classrooms to talk about the 
tournament and about chess generally. 
Those visits spread over several years, 
taught me one thing above all else: 
Chess seems to hold a continuing 
fascination for young children. With that 
thought in mind it’s difficult for me to 
understand why there isn’t more activity 
in the classroom at all levels- 
elementary, junior and senior high. In 
Orange County the schools have formal 
league competition at all three levels; 
and chess is beginning to burgeon in San 
Luis Obispo County. In the case of the 
latter county interest is beginning to 
grow in the Central Coast High School 
Chess League; and George Lewis, math 
instructor at Cal Poly has sparked a 
boom there with his Central Coast Chess 
League 
Hopefully teachers, locally, are begin­ 
ning to grab hold of the chess program 
and talking it up with their students. 
Anyone who has seen the excitement of 
past Record chess tournaments at 
Christmas time, knows it’s all plus and 
no minus. 
The truth of the matter is, however, 
the fate of the Christmas program is in 


the hands of the classroom teacher. 
Chess, like young children, thrives in an 
atmosphere of acceptance and en­ 
couragement: frown on a child and he 
tends to wither, give a child under­ 
standing, opportunity and encourage­ 
ment and the whole world is at your feet. 
That’s exactly the way it is with school 
chess programs The quickest way I’ve 
found to snap a class out of the blahs is to 
announce that it’s time to play chess 
For those, who’ve read this far, in the 
schools and out, the time is at hand to 
ask for your assistance. In the clas­ 
sroom, for example, children need to be 
told about the Record s Christmas tour­ 
nament; they also need to be helped to 
learn the game and time to play it. And 
of course they need chess sets to play 
with. An expert in all aspects of the 
program is Pamela Duke at Fillmore. 
Whenever anyone asks how to do it I 
refer them to Ms. Duke. Singlehandly 
she has, at this juncture, taught literally 
hundreds of youngsters how to play ches- 
s; she’s taken teams of youngsters on her 
own time and at her own expense to 
other elementary schools for informal, 
fun type matches; she’s led huge 


candidates for federal office, provided 
the corporations or unions had the 
foresight to put such candidates on their 
payrolls prior to the candidates beginn­ 
ing their campaigns.” 
Jones told us he believes it was his 
“constitutional right” to work for the 
two corporations at the same time he 
was running for public office. He added 
that the corporations are considering a 
lawsuit against Ryan for slander. 
But it’s the issue, not the example, that 
is important. The rich now have 
a 
decided advantage in seeking public of­ 
fice. 
INTELLIGENCE DIGEST: Soviet 
leaders are suspicious of President-elect 
Jimmy Carter. His campaign statements 
about getting tougher with Russia, com­ 
bined with his background as a Naval 
Academy graduate, apparently have 
made the Soviets uneasy. They reacted 
to his election, according to intelligence 
reports, by deliberately turning down the 
thermometer on Soviet-U.S. relations. 
At the same time, they have put out 
cautious feelers about warming up the 
atmosphere again. Not until they have 
taken Carter’s measure, suggest in­ 
telligence reports, will future Soviet 
policy toward the United States 
crystalize. 
- The Central Intelligence Agency has 
reported the Kremlin would like to 
lighten its economic burden in Cuba. 'Hie 
Soviets have suggested to Fidel Castro, 
therefore, that he should work toward 
opening trade with the United States. 
The greatest obstacle to better Cuban- 
U.S relations is the presence of Cuban 
troops in Angola. The CIA reports that 
Castro apparently has started to bring 
them home. 
- The best intelligence from inside the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries is that most oil ministers are 
pushing for a 15 per cent price increase. 
This would cost U.S. consumers more 
than $6 billion. The best hope for a lower 
price increase lies with Saudi Arabia 
The Saudi oil minister, Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani, reportedly has pointed out to 
his colleagues that they now have a huge 
financial stake in the West. Higher oil 
prices will only increase inflation in the 
W est, which w ill cheapen their 
petrodollars. Yamani has also warned, 
according to intelligence reports, that 
the Arab cause could lose the support of 
the poor, developing countries by driving 
up oil prices too high. 


WASHINGTON — Of all the wasted 
efforts in government, the select com­ 
mittee on assassinations of the House of 
Representatives seems to this observer 
to take the cake. It will rehash at length 
and at considerable expense the assas­ 
sinations of John F. Kennedy and Martin 
Luther King. This is almost certain to 
turn into a morbid 
preoccupation with 
the past that will add 
little or nothing of 
value to the future. 
It will mean, of 
c o u r se , a lo t of 
p u b licity for the 
chairman, Thomas N. 
Downing, D-Va., and 
the chief counsel, 
Richard A. Sprague. 
They will loom large 
on the television news 
w ith s e n s a tio n a l 
charges and dubious 
disclosures. 
Sprague is already 
proceeding with a ten­ 
tative staff of 30. But 
this is the smallest beginning. When the 
95th Congress is organized. Downing ex­ 
pects to ask for a two-year authorization 
and an appropriation of several millions. 
This will obviously be necessary, since 
Sprague says he can hardly do with a 
staff of less than 170. They will lay the 
groundwork for the public hearings to 
begin in March or April. The ultimate 
goal is far from clear, certainly as far as 
the Kennedy case is concerned. 
The allegations in the Senate in­ 
telligence inquiry of CIA plots to assas­ 
sinate Fidel Castro started a rash of new 
rumors. Did Castro plot Kennedy’s 
murder to get even? Did he put the psy­ 
chotic Lee Harvey Oswald up to doing 
the job? 
All this is the stuff of spy fiction. While 
it may feed the appetite for sensation it 
is hard to see what it can add, even if all 
the allegations should be proved out, to 
America's future or, specifically, to 
relations with the Castro regime. A mor­ 
bid preoccupation with the Kennedy 
tragedy has inspired morbid minds to 
wild conjectures. 
For members of the Kennedy family 
rehearsing the grim 
details of that 
dreadful day in Dallas is bound to be 
painful. The late President Kennedy’s 
mother, now 86, should not be subjected 
to a repeat of the ordeal nor should 
others of the family. 
The King assassination may be on a 
different footing The plea of guilty by 
James Earl Ray closed off any extensive 
inquiry Perhaps Ray, now seeking a new 
trial with a renunciation of his confes­ 
sion, may have been the instrument of a 
plot against the black leader who had 
done so much for his people. 
But even if this should be proved out, 
what public good would it serve? King is 
enshrined in the national pantheon and 
his widow, Mrs. Coretta King, is herself 


a leader. The voting rights act was a 
demonstrable factor in the election of 
Jimmy Carter with his base in the solid 
South. 
Sprague, a Philadelphia lawyer, 
gained his notoriety as the successful 
prosecutor of Tony Boyle of the United 
Mine Workers for the Jablonski 
murders. He is now on the trail of bigger 
game. 
The Warren Commission, of which 
President Ford, as then House minority 
leader was a member, may have com­ 
mitted errors of omission. It has recent­ 
ly been alleged that they never saw a J 
Edgar Hoover memo recounting a visit 
of Oswald to officials in the Cuban em­ 
bassy in Mexico two months before the 
assassination. He is said to have told 
them of his intention to murder the presi­ 
dent. 
But whatever his motive no one has 
been able to prove that Kennedy died of 
other than the shot fired as, in his open 
car, he passed the School Book 
R ep ository w here O swald was 


employed. 
Little imagination is required to see 
how this miserable pageant of the past 
will proceed. Among the witnesses to be 
subpoenaed will certainly be former 
Gov John Connally of Texas who was 
riding in the car with Kennedy and suf­ 
fered serious wounds. And what of Mrs. 
Jacqueline Qnassis? She would draw the 
television cameras. 
Insofar as U.S.-Cuban relations are 
concerned, nothing the committee could 
come up with will make any difference. 
Two years ago there had been hope on 
both sides that relations could be nor­ 
malized. Then came the intervention of 
11,000 Cuban troops in Angola and that 
settled the fragile hope. 
Following the sabotage of the Cubana 
airliner, Castro declared an end to the 
moratorium on hijackers taking refuge 
in Cuba although he seemed to leave a 
loophole. This is complicated by the con­ 
tinuing machinations of the anti-Castro 
exiles in Miami. The House committee 
can only contribute to the tangle.

I don’t know whether it is true that 
S«t. Edmund Muskle Is the top choice of 
President-elect Jimmy Carter to suc­ 
ceed Henry Kissinger as Secretary of 
State, but if it is, and if Senator Muskie 
hasn’t made up his mind whether to ac­ 
cept, I have some news that may cause 
him to have second thoughts. 
If we think we’ve got troubles with the 
so-called Third World 
nations now, it’s kid 
stuff compared to 
what is likely to 
develop if some plans 
by a man nam ed 
Herman Kresse come 
to fruition. 
What he is planning 
to do surely will cause 
troubles that even 
Henry 
K issinger’s 
vast experience in 
shuttle diplom acy 
could not solve. 
K r e sse , I have 
learned, would like to 
do for okra seeds what 
George Washington 
Carver did for the 
peanut: convert a run-of-the-mill plant 
into a superfood. 
Kresse is working on a graduate 
degree in community health at the 
University of Texas, and he is hoping 
that his study of okra will help him in 
this endeavor. 
“We humans are eating the wrong part 
of the okra plant to realize the most food 
potential from it,” he told an inter­ 
viewer recently. 
“We eat the food pod when it is green 
and very young and the food value is 
comparatively very low,” the 47-year- 
old career chemist added. 
(That just shows what he knows. Some 
of us humans don’t even eat that part of 
this repulsive weed). 
Anyway, Kresse says his study has 
shown that mature okra pods, brittle, 
brown and up to a foot long, contain 
almost as much protein as soybeans not 
to mention vegetable oil, vitamins, 
minerals and fiber. 
“We visualize that you could make 
from okra seeds margarine, mayonnaise 
or anything you could make out of other 
vegetable oils. You could grind the weds 
into flour. Out of the protein, we could 
make meat substitutes.” 
Kresse believes the plant is a potential 
boon, especially for the unmechanized 
Third World agricultures. 
“You can make it grow in crumbly 
soil,” says Kresse “It can grow in any 
soil where the temperature reaches 65 
degrees Fahrenheit and you have a two- 
month growing season 
"It doesn’t require a lot of moisture 
once you get a crop up. It i* quite drought 
resistant, and the disease resistance is 
relatively high.” (This I might add is 
because even bugs and mildew find the 
plant repulsive), 
The perseverance of the plant gives it 
a very wide potential area of the world 
where it can be grown, says Kresse. 
One of okra’s weaknesses now is that it 
does not lend itself to the kind of 
machine s e e d -to-harvest agriculture that 
has made the United States the bread­ 


basket of the world, he notes. 
“Here in the United States,” said 
Kresse in what has to be the understate­ 
ment of our nation’s 200-year history, 
“we could get by today without okra.” 
He added, however, that there are 
areas of the world where it is needed, 
and these would be markets for okra 
products before the United States is 
ready for it. 
Kresse said studies remain to be done 
to determine the desirability of okra as a 
food crop. Obviously he hasn’t been pay­ 
ing attention. I have been downgrading 
okra for years, and if he wants input into 
his studies, all he has to do is ask. 
I do hope his idea doesn’t catch on. 
Mercifully, okra will not grow in Lom­ 
poc. An okra culture project I wrote 
about recently in which, for the sake of 
my Child Bride, Patty, who loves the 
stuff, I planted some okra seeds in the 
hope of raising a few plants in a hothouse 
situation, has ended in failure. 


I am not sure whether the project 
would have succeeded if given a full 
chance. What happened was that the 
planter in which the seedlings were 
growing got tangled up in the vacuum 
cleaner cord and got upended on the 
fam ily room floor. Attem pts to 
transplant them failed. 


Right now, imported okra is rather 
costly and it keeps the number of times it 
reaches our dining room table to a 
minimum. If Kresse’s efforts start a 
boom in the growing of okra in places 
where it will grow in this country, 
however, there is bound to be an increase 
in the amount imported, and this in turn 
will tend to reduce the price. 


Kresse is not offbase in his idea that 
the okra seed is useful for something. 
When I was growing up in Oklahoma 
back in the years when a nickel package 
of bb’s for my air rifle was hard to come 
by, 1 found that well-sorted dried okra 
seeds made an acceptable substitute. 


Obviously, Kresse has something dif­ 
ferent in mind. “We don’t want to en­ 
courage the public to go out and get a 
handful of okra seeds and start eating 
them,” he says, “but we want them to be 
aware there is a good food source 
probably to be had from the okra seed.” 


Personally, I have yet to be convinced.
